Wmle describing constellations which 


contain telescopic objects of interest, I 
have passed o\ several tn the neighbor- 
Hood of the N'-rtr, Pole, which "are, at 
least at the present season, more easil) 
visible. To day most of the hour must be 
taken up in tracing these northern con 
stellations, without desmpuon of the pe- 
c-uliarules of individual stars. 


Cassiopeia u a constellation which 


should be as farm lar as the Great B«(r, 
since it rs traced with equal ease and, like 
it, is always above the l-onzon. It is sit 
uated in tbe milky-way, where the latter 
is nearest the Pole star, and is in a direc- 
tion from the latter just opposite that of 
the handle of the Dipper. The principal 
stars are arranged somewhat in the form 
ot a chair. Two stars, Beta and Kappa, 
fomi the first leg. 1 he latter, which is at 
the angle where the leg joins the seat, Is 
faint. The other leg is formed by Alpha 
and Gamma together_»ith a fainter star, 
Lta, between them, but slightly out of line 
and nearer to Alpha. The two stars at the 
lower ends of the two legs. Alpha and 
Beta, have received proper names, Alpha 
bung called hchedir and lieta, Caph 
The back is formed by drawing a line 
frOTi Gamma directly away from Caph to 
Delta, thence in a direction parallel to the 
line between Alpha and Gamma, to 
Kpsilon. This last line, beyond Epsilon to 
an equal distance, terminates m lota. 
while extending it m the opposite direc- 
tion, to meet the line from Beta to Alpha, 


meiidian, Alpha lowest, since it is nearest 
the equator, while directly below them 
only a little way above the horizon, is 
Fomalhaut, a star of trie first magnitude 
in the constellation of the Southern Fish. 


The square m Pagasus is visible now 


quite early in the evening, near the north- 
western horizon. 1 he remainder of the 
constellation contains only small stars. 
The area which it covers may he pretty 
accurately got by extending the diagonals 
of the square" through Alpha and Beta 
Pegasi until their length is doubled and 
then joining the mr!$ of the ''tended 
lines. 


To trace the constellation Andromeda 


will require more attention, both bfause 
the' form is more irregular, and because 
we shall have to return soon to locate one 
or two important objects within it. There

Alpha Andromedae. One of them K in

The fourth angle .is oc 
cupied by Nu Andromedae, in tbe knee 
while Mu is mjdwa-y between Nu and Beta 
"Che line trom Beta lo Nu extends nearl 
across the constellation, and is situate 
about midway ol its length , for in a lin 
parallel to it one side are two stars mark 
ing tbe two feet, it a distance from Bet 
about equal to that of Alpha on the otbe 
side, which marks the head. In this smal 
square in Andromeda only one of thi 
stars, Beta, is very bright. If the dtagona 
extending to Beta is prolonged beyond i 
so as to rather more than double its length 
we are brought into the center of a smal 
constellation railed the Tnangk, 
ing of three stars in the fomi of aright- 
angled triangle, one side of which is about 
four times as long as the other. The long- 
er side is parallel to the line joining Delta 
and Mu Andromedae. The three stars are 
named Alpha, Beta, and Gamma , Beta 
being at the right- angle, Alpha at the ex- 
remity of the longer, and Gamma at that 
of the shorter side.
